LaGrange. His undergraduate 
college study was at DePauw 
University, Greencastle, Ind., 
where he received the A.B. de- 
gree in 1938 with a major in 
botany and a minor in history. 

Elected to Phi Beta Kappa in 
his senior year, he also played 
varsity football - captaining the 
DePauw eleven in 1938 — and 
earned letters in basketball 
and track.

I became interested in the photos you printed of Hazard 
and 1 believe that both the pictures of your issue of The 
Herald of January 30th and February 6 th were both made at 
the same time by a photographer named Kinner who ia re- 
lated to Mr Dewey Daniel. 1 say the pictures were made 
between 1912-1915.' 

Mr Kinner wrote a book on Hazard that is in your Haz- 
ard Library and worth reading, and I believe it was illustrat- 
ed and you could perhaps find the dates of these photos.

The U. S. economy, our President tell us, 
achieved an all-time altitude record in 1963 
(with a total GNP of $585 billion! To get it 
still higher this year, he is telling Congress, 
these public servants need only to hurry up 
and pass the $11 billion tax reduction bill. 
This, he thinks, will reduce unemployment 
which is still reported at 5.5 percent of the 
(workforce, and at the same time push US 
industrial production above 87 percent of the 
capacity where it now stands.

From them, in times past, came our 
help. From them now comes our destruction. 
It will be so and our sorrows will daily in- 
crease until those hills are replanted again 
with millions of trees. We cannot restore the 
splendid forests of another cantury.

But with industry and 
wisdom we could establish groves of trees of 
much beauty and utility. The reduction of 
Eastern Kentucky to its present state has re.
